Cuban Government, Fearing a Coup,

Havana, Nov. 14.—It is believed

alleged plot against the life of Gen- 
eral Freye Andrade, secretary of the 
interior.

The secret 
police believe there is some ground 
for the story and are making an in- 
vestigation.

IS REFERRED. 


Mayor Dunne's Latest Municipal Own- 


ership Ordinance. 


Chicago, Nov. 14. — Another ordi- 


nance providing for steps to secure 
municipal ownership of the 
street 


railways In Chicago was submitted to 
the city council by Mayor Dunne. Tho 
ordinance was accompanied by a mes- 
sage to the aldermen «*iicih gave 
three ways in which Mayor Dunne as- 
serts he will be able to bring about 
municipal ownership. The first plan 
Is by reaching an agreement with the 
traction companies by which their 
property would be transferred to the 
city at a price to be decided upon by 
arbiters. 
The second is by condem- 


nation of the property of the street 
railway companies under the provis- 
ions of othe Mueller act. 
The third 


method is presented as an alternative 
to his contract plan. It is for the con- 
struction of municipal street railway 
lines which will parallel the lines of 
the existing companies. The ordi- 
nance which accompanied the mes- 
sage from the mayor asked that au- 
thority be given to place on the ballots 
at the spring election the question 
whether the city shall issue Mueller 
bill certificates to the amount of $75,- 
000,000. The message and the ordi- 
nance were referred to the committee 
on local transportation, the same fate 
as that which met the other proposi- 
tions. 


TCCESSIONS 


To the Reform Movement In Philadel- 


phia and State. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 14. — There are 


two notable accessions to the reform 
movement of the city and state. The 
latest converts are State Insurance 
Commissioner David Martin and In- 
ternal Revenue Collector William M. 
McCoach. B?th are ward leaders and 
prominent in the local Republican or- 
ganization. 
Mr. Martin in an inter- 


view said he would support Governor 
Pennypacker in all the reform meas- 
ures he advocates, and was also In 
favor of abolishing fees in the office 
of insurance commissioner. Collector 
McCoach in coming to the support of 
the mayor said that he was convinced 
the people were with the city's chief 
executive. Mayor Weaver returned 'to 
his office after an absence from the 
city of several days. With regard to 
Governor Pennypacker calling a spe- 
cial. session of the legislature, the 
mayor said: "Governor Pennypacker's 
action is worthy of the highest praise. 
It is a prompt and statesmanlike rec- 
ognition of the will of the people." 


Lynching Narrowly Averted. 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 14. — T. Z. Justice, 


a white man, was captured by a mob 
of negroes here, charged with the 
criminal assault of a negro girl. Jus- 
tice was threatened with violence and 
the mob increased to more than 1,000, 
demanding that he be lynched. A 
strong -force- of police rescued Justice 
and took him to police headquarters. 


Frost In Florida. 


Pensacola, Fla., Nov. 14. — Another 


case of yellow fever appeared here, 
the patient being a small boy. There 
Is now no danger, as frost occurred 
both Sunday and Monday morning. 
Six Indictments. 


New York, Nov. 14. — Six indict- 


ments in New York election 
fraud 


cases were returned by the grand jury 
and six bench warrants were immedi- 
ately issued. 
The indictments were 


all for men who are already under ar- 
rest, charged with illegal voting. No 
district leaders or other prominent 
politicians were included in the indict- 
ments, but it was said at the attorney 
general's office that John Krup, one 
of the men under indictment, has 
made statements through which it is 
expected to reach a more important 
offender. 


French Naval Employes Strike. 
Paris, Nov. 14. — The union of the 


government employes of the arsenals 
and dockyards at Toulon, Brest and 
other naval headquarters has ordered 
a general strike. This threatens to 
seriously interrupt the naval con- 
struction. program. Military forces 
are being concentrated to preserve or- 
der at the ports. The strikers claim 
that liberty of speech Is denied them 
by the dismissal of workmen who 
criticise the naval administration. 


Fires In Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 14. — Two fires 


which started at the same time caused 
losses estimated at §100,000. The first 
fire was in the warehouse of the Wil- 
liam Butler company, grocers.
